BAMAKO,  MALI,  (UPI) — King  Hassan  II  of  Morocco 
and  Algerian  President  Ahmed  Ben  Bella  concluded  a peace 
agreement  halting  their  bitter  Sahara  border  conflict 
Wednesday  and  shook  hands  in  public  to  show  they  want  to 
be  good  neighbors  again. 

AFTER  A DAY  and  a half  of  hectic  bargaining,  the  two 
chiefs  of  state  announced  Moroccan  and  Algerian  troops  will 
cease  fire  at  midnight  Nov.2,  and  that  the  quarrel  over  areas 
of  iron-rich  Sahara  will  be  resolved  in  peaceful  talks. 

The  33-year-old  King,  wearing  a grey  business  suit,  and 
the  47-year-oId  Algerian  revolutionary-  in  baggy  battle  dress 
sealed  their  accord  with  a public  handshake  at  the  end  of 
their  summit  meeting  on  neutral  grounds  in  the  government 
palace  of  this  West  African  capital.

.MOSCOW,  (UPI)  - - The  Sov- 
iet military  newspaper  Red  Star 
Wednesday  denounced  the  Com- 
munist Chinese  as  nuclear  war- 
mongers despite  the  call  by  Pre- 
mier Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  last 
weekend  tor  a “truce  in  the  bit- 
ter war  of  words  between  Mos- 
<'Ow  and  Peking/’ 

Observers  said  the  harsh  tone 
of  the  article  indicated  that  the 
halt  to  polemics  suggested  by 
Khrushchev  had  not  been'  agreed 
to  by  the  Chinese  Communists. 

“The  Chinese  theoreticians  in- 
vented a law,  which  states  the 
more  people  the  revolutionaries 
kill,  the  stronger  the  might  of 
the  revolution/’  Red  Star  said. 

The  Chinese  “are  not  dismay- 
ed by  the  fact’’  that  a theimonuc- 
lear  war  would  destroy  “millions 
of  working  people/’  according  to 
the  article  written  by  Col.  P.  Tri 
fonenko.
